Vabash stands liinh among 
the highest, however, having defeated 
Huiiei , national champimu, at Kansas 
ilonferencce, and Franklin, who were 
undefeated for three years and who 
held the State Indiana championship.

Such an oiiraiii/.ation is the 
Woman's N'ational .lournalistic Regis- 
ter founded in by TheUi Sijrma 
Phi, woman's national journalistic 
fraternity, as an outgrowth o< a long- 
felt need on the part of women jour- 
nalists for some such dovles tO put 
them in touch with employers In all 
parts of the country. 

The main ollice of the Register is 
located at 18 East Chestaut street, 
Chicago, under the management of 
Susan Shaffer Dlbelka. A New York 
branch of the Register is being 
formed at this time. 

Woiiii 11 who desire to apply for a 
posit lo'i tlii onnh the lleKi-^ter will fill 
out an application blank and pay 
one dollar registration fee. This en- 
titles them to the services of the Reg- 
ister until they are located in a satis- 
factory position. After the regis- 
trant is |ilaced. a small percentay:e of 
her salary is paid to the organization. 
I It is not a money-making scheme, and 
I such charges as are made are only 
I to enable the. Register to continue its 
I placement work. 

The Woman's National Journalis- 
tic Register recognizes five fields of 
jouiiialistic work and includes many 
branches under each field. The first 
of these is newspapers. Among the 
positions open to women on news- 
papers are: editors, including special 
adttors, society editors, news and city 
editors, department editors, telegraph 
editors, and Sunday editors; report- 
ers, copy-readers and Woman's page. 
The subjects of home economics, art 
fashions, health, moving pictures, 
children's interests and theatres are 
hamlled by women as well as men. 

Magazines, the second field, include 
farm journals, religious papers, trade 
journals, magasiaes devoted to spe- 
cial interests, as Popular Mechanics 
and the Rotarian, and general maga- 
zine-. The positions open here are 
tlio.>i' of editorial asM>tanl, depart- 
ment etlitur, woman's page, book re- 
views, copy reading, proof r ea ding , 
re-write work, spaeial artkiss, ete.

Any 
one writinj; for a periodical pri pares his woi k with a cerlain tdass of read- 
ers in mind; but the journalist who writes the story of the world's perform- 
ances must select his awtorlnli with tha raaliiRtion tknk thagr will ha raad 
by Judy U 'Grady and the Colonel's Lady, and their respective husbands. Ac* 
aardingly, the ilrst requisite of a true writer is developed — universality.
